The American, under the caption of 


" Why Prosperity 'Does Not Come," 
gives an array of figures covering the 
number of failures for a number of 
years past and the great amount in- 
volved in liabilities. It is claimed that 
falling prices is the main cause of tho 
failures all over the country. Debts 
call for the same amount' of dollars 
while the goods sell for lees money and 
the values of properties have grealy de- 
preciated and products are constantly 
falling in prices, and suoh conditions 
unaccompanied by a fall in debts can- 
not but lead to bankruptcy. The year 
1896 was one of business disaster, for it 
was a year of falling prices. There 
were 15,112 failures during the year 
with liabilities covering $247,052,343. 
This exceeded the amount of any year 
in the history of the country, save tho 
panic years of ISDSaod 1884, when the 
liabilities were $402,427,318 and $243,* 
700,000 respectively.

THE 'GROUT BILL HOARD. 


The Senate Passes the Free Home- 


stead Bill—Other Business 


Transacted. 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—Chandler 


of Now Hampshire secured the adoption 
by the Senate of a resolution directing 
the Committee on Interstate Commerce 
to direct its inquiries us to tho alleged 
combinations, heretofore, ordered to be 
reported, of the recent agreement of 
managers of vessels on the Great Lakes 
to maintain the rates established by 
the Joint Traffic Association. 


The Senate bill for bridges across the 


Columbia River in Washington.'was 
passed on the request of Wilson of 
Washington. 


Morgan of Alabama introduced the 


following resolution: 


" WHEREAS, It is alleged that certain 


bonds issued by the United States 'in 
aid of the Oenttal Pacific Railroad, ami 
also of the Union Pacific Railroad, have 
fallen due and remain unpaid, and by 
reason of default the propsrty held and 
owned by said companies at that time 
became the property of the United 
States, and that said property ol' every 
description so held and owned by said 
companies at tho time of such default 
now rightfully belongs to the United 
States; therefore be it 
. 
, 


"Resolved, That the Committee on 


Judiciary is directed to examine into 
and report whether suoh allegation be 
true in fact and in law, and that they 
report the nature and character of the 
title of the United States in aud to said 
property and description or class of 
property that have so inured to tlie 
United States under law, sud whether 
either of said railroad companies tins 
any lawful right or equity of redemp- 
tion bf said property." 


The resolution was ordered to lie on 


the table. Morgan announced that he 
desired to address the Senate upon it. 


The bill for free homesteads on pub- 


lic lauds acquired from Indians ivaa 
taken up with a view of taking a final 
vote at 4 o'clock. 


Jones of Arkansas supported the bill, 


saying it was for the benefit of a body 
of people, whereas most legislation in 
Congress was for favored interests. 


The debate on the homestead bill 


waxed warm. Teller spoke in impas- 
sioned tones on the tendency to grant 
millions to favored interests and with- 
hold a small pittance for settlers. He 
criticized the Senators for opposing the 
principle of the platforms they pro- 
fessed tc accept 


iatt, opposing the bill, said the 


logical result of it would be that the 
United States should embark on a 
policy of donating lauds to the laud- 
less and homes to the homeless. 


The free homestead bill passed the 


Senate by a vote of 36 to 11. 


House. 


The House to-day resumed consider- 


ation of t he Grout bill to make oleo- 
margarine and other imitation dairy 
products subject to the laws of the 
State or Territory into which they are 
transferred. 


Cooper of Florida opposed the bill. 


He argned it would take away from 
Congress the right to regulate com- 
merce between States. Congress bad 
abrogated its power in tlie ca.se of 
whisky. That was perhaps defensible, 
but the moment Congress delegated 
this power aa to another product inter- 
state commerce would be demoralized. 
A precedent would arise to plague Con- 
gress in the iutare and lead to infinite 
confusion. 


Northway of Ohio argued in favor of 


the bill. 


Laoey called the attention of Will- 


iams of Mississippi, who is in charge 
of the opposition to the bill, to the 
fact that the Mississippi lawprohibited 
the sale of oleomargarine except when 
branded as such. He said the States 
certainly bad the right to regulate the 
sale of deleterious food just as they 
had the right to regulate the sale of 
whisky nnd tobacco. 


Gannon of Illinois insisted that oleo- 


margarine was riot a deleterious food 
product, and was in fact more, whole- 
soma ttiuu throe-fourths of the butter 
eold in the United States. If ,the prin- 
ciples of tlie bill woro applied, he said 
all manufactures could be barred from 
sale in other Statos.

they have positively been hailed with 
delight by all the principals, inter- 
iewad on the subject. 
Professors, Oayhart of Austin, Dor- 


senberger of Eureka, Snyderof Elko, 
Starrett of Battle Mountain and Win- 
'rey of Winnemucca, are all earnest 
and competent workers nnd express 
their gratification, in no uncertain 
terms, at the placing of Nevada schools 
on a level with the best to be found in 
any of the great sister States; which 
fact greatly redounds to the credit of 
Mr. H. E.-Cutting, our present State 
Superintendent. 


Another fact deserves mention; that 


nearly every principal modestly dis- 
claims an overdose of knowledge of 
Latin, whereas your correspondent will 
vouch for the fact that each of those 
teachers is more than equal to the task 
of preparing their graduates for the 
standard required for admission to 
the State University. 


WINNEMirOCA SCHOOLS. 


Professor E. E. Winfrey, a native of 


Washoe County, is principal of the 
Winnemucca schools, with an aggre- 
gate attendance of 150 pupils. He en- 
joys the proud distinction of having 
succeeded himself 
for the greatest 


number of consecutive terms. He was 
re-elected for the eighth time. In his 
department he teaches the prescribed 
studies, such as English, history, alge- 
bra, 
geometry, trigonometry, physics 


tmd Latin. 


The reading of Shakespeare during 


the full present term, is the principal 
feature in English literature. Practi- 
cal book-keeping is also made a study. 


In the spacious 
Assembly room, 


which likewise serves as a. well sup- 
plied laboratory for physics and chem- 
istry, Mr. Winfrey gave your corres- 
pondent a splendid exhibition 
in 


chemistry, by performing eight suc- 


sdt'ul experiments in the shape of de- 


composing water by means of sodium 
anji'the subsequent color tests for sil- 
ver, copper and lead. 
In all up to 


date, this being only one-half the pres- 
ent term, nearly one hundred experi- 
ments have been demonstrated. On 
the whole, Mr. Winfrey aims to pre- 
pare bis graduates for any department 
of the University. 
His graduating 


class of 1897 consists of seven girls and 
two boys. 
It may also be stated that 


there are throe persons taking a post- 
graduate course. Of the latter category 
with one exception, there have always 
been a few during each of his terms. 


Miss Alice Ede, 
another Washoe 


county production, presides over the 
grammar schools, consisting of nearly 
forty attending pupils, divided into 
four grades. She excels in elementary 
science aud her drawing class is diffi- 
cult to equal in this section of the 
State. 


Miss Laura Miller of Winnemucoa is 


in charge of the intermediate depart- 
ment; about thirty-five pupils attend. 
She makes mental arithmetic a partic- 
ular study, and her system of teaching 
physical geography by means of a 
modeling or moulding board is not 
only an object 
of admiration, but

like departments elsewhere. Drawing 
is no less a "hobby" with the lady. 
Beautiful specimens of this sort,the ex- 
clusive handiwork of her pupils, con- 
tinuously adorn the top part of the 
blackboards.
